TRAINING OF 
MORE NURSE 

Thousands of Young Women 
Are Needed to Fill Ranks 
of Nurses In Red Cross 



Thouaanda of patriotic youm 
an throughout the MMtf) are looking 
for way* in which they can serve the 
government at the present time. 

The llureau of Nursing of the Luke 
Dlvlalon, American Hed Cross, Cleve- 
land, point* out that there la no form 
of service open to women more great 
ly needed than that rendered by the 
nursea of the country. 

The Red Croa* Nursing Service — 
for which most registered nuraes are 
eligible constitutes the reserve for 
the army and the navy nurse corps 
It la calling for many hundreds of 
highly qualified nursea for aervlce 
■MMi In our own hospital* and those 
of our allies It la alao culling many 
hundreds for service in the base ho*- 
pltal* In our cantonments 

We have.' m>a Mlsa Roberta, 
"nurses enough to meet our present 
need, hut in order to maintain our 
health standards at home during and 
after the war and to continue to rare 

trained. 

"The need for skilled nurses during 
the next few yeara will be the great 
est the world has ever known and the 
number of atudenta In the airing 
classes now being enrolled In the 
school* for nuraes throughout the 
country should be limited onlv by the 
teaching facilities of the schools and 
by the clinical facilities of the hoo 
pitals Witt which they are connected 

The committee on nur*lng of the 
general medical board of the Council 
of National Defense has encouraged 
those hospitals possessing sufficient 
clinical material to Increase their fa 
rlllllc* for the thorough training of 
nurses and in many Instances this 
has been done 

Following are aome of the advan 
tagea In nursing education and some 
points a young woman should con- 
sider in selecting a training school: 
Nursing education not only pre-

under his or her Jurisdiction, as a par' 
of each day's actual teaching, InPtru. 
tlon of the rhlldren In the reasons for 
thl. country entering the war. the 
menace of defeat snd the duty of 
every rltln-n to render some service 
In support of America's .-suae 

The Security League's effort to 
carry this prsrtlral Instrurtlon In loy 
slty to the srhool rhlldren of the land 
and through them Into the homes Is 
being promoted hy a series of letter* 
which have been sont to sll the state 
f uperlntendents of education, the 
three thousand county superintend- 
ents and the superintendents of 
schools of every rlty In the rountryof 
over J. 600 Inhabitants The League has 
also written the Mayors and the ed 
Itors of the lesdlng newspapers In all 
the prlnrlpal rltles asking them to 
give the eduratlonsl authorities their 
fullest support In putting this patrl 
otic tearhlng Into effert 

"Higher Patriotism." 
The keynote of the League's Idea l« 
thus eipressed In the letters to tin 
rdltors urging their surport: 

"The fdrlt with whlrh onr me: 
fight abroad depends very largeb 
upon the spirit of the American pen 
pie and the unity of Congressional sup 
port fn upholding the governraen' 
Vlrtory will be achieved all the mor 
speedily and certainly If there la !" 
thla country a strong and enthusiast!' 
sentiment for the war Thd. SM he 
created by making It plain to the pc. 
pie why we are at war and the ne-e- 
slty of victory. 

"The te ichor Is a powerful factor p- 
preserving nitlonal liberty and honor 
To pet the farts before the rhlldrei 
In plain and easily understood Ian 
guage will unquestionably result Ii 
Mie mi'-mge la lpg carried Into the 
homes of the people and. through I 
clear understanding based upon 
knowledge, a higher patriotism will h« 
developed." 

The inauguration of this rampalgti 
was determined by the Fxerutlve 
Committee of the Serurlty League be 
ranse It realized that the best way to 
avafOOOM Indifference and Ignorance 
as well as disloyalty, was through a 
clear national understanding of th" 
reasons for the war. It was felt tha* 
mere denunciation of disloyalty was 
not sufllclent. 

The Resolution. 

The Security League's resolution 
starting this campaign reads aa fol 

Iowa: 

Whereas. Wars are now waged no' 
only hy armies, but slso entire pen 
pies, and It la the spirit of the people 
of the Allied nations whlci must win 
victories, we look with grave concern 
upon the alleged seditious views of 
certain teachers aa a menace to the 
lives of our men In the army and 
navy: 

"llesolved. That, without prejudging 
the actions or views of any particular 
teacher or reflecting upon the vas' 
majority of our teachers who are 
loyal and patriotic, we urge upon the 
Board of Education of the City of New 
York, and In fact of all cities, to re 
move from thelf tCMhMj staffs- forth 
with any teacher who Is proven not to 
be supporting the ronduct of the war 
and not upholding the federal govern 
ment with absolute loyalty; 

"Itesolved. That, as a national ne 
eesslty and aa a war measure, we call 
npon every Board of Education, school 
commissioner and school committee 
to put Into the curriculum of tho 
schools without delay, aa a part of 
each day's actual tuition, the facts 
showing why we are at war with Oer 
many, tha danger of failure to this 
country and the duty of every Ameri 
can to support the conduct of tha war 
loyally and by service."

Constructive effort, according to the 
secretary.

each community. They w i work with 
-late and local agencies to supply la- 
bor deficiencies from local supplies If 
possible, or from the nearest point 
where lnbor can be secured outside tho 
community In need of assistance. All 
local aourcea of labor flrst will ba 
drawn ujHin and only when the fullest 
possible utilization of local lubor 
proves Inadequate, will lnbor be 
brought In from outside. In cases 
of necessity, however, through the de- 
partment of ngrleulture and the depart- 
ment of labor, arrangements will be 
mnde for Interstate movement of help. 
In which the department of labor will 
co-operttte In oblitlnlng extra labor for 
farm purposes from the populous com- 
munities. 

It Is point.-! out that the farmer In 
need of lubor should proceed as fol- 
lows: He should report his ucod to 
his county agent or to a member of the 
community fn#tn help committee. If 
possible, his need will be supplied from 
lists of men available In the county. 
If local labor Is Inadequate, the coun- 
ty agent or committee will report to 
the stute farm labor specialist, who, 
In co-operation with the state officials, 
wdll draw on the netirei 
bor within the stute.
